MASS MEDIA 


"If we put ourselves in the place 


of the producers of the mass me- 
dia, 
we can see their difficulties. 


Most of them, find it necessary to

Nothing 
matters as long as you are sin- 
cere.'

"The religious fact of life in 


America since its earliest days in 
pluralism. But no force has done 
as much to throw us together as 
the mass media." he observed.

Not Differ Over Policies 


WASHINGTON 'AP' - Presi- 


dent Eisenhower said today that, 
never in seven years has there 
3een any major variance between 
him and Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon on national policies. 


Eisenhower was asked at his 


news conference to discuss re- 
ports that Nixon, the prospective 
Republican presidential nominee, 
differs with him on some matters. 
A reporter specifically cited Nix- 
on's call recently for a month-to- 
month examination of national de- 
fense. 


The President replied that all 


of us are human, and he doesn't 
believe any two individuals find 
the same methods or use the 
same procedures. 


He said Nixon has been dose to 


him for seven years and ne"ver 
has been excluded from any im- 
portant group making policy de 
cision or drafting plans for ac 
Uon. 


Nev*r once has Nixon been * 


major variance with him, Eisen- 
hower emphasized. 


The President went on to say 


that Nixon uses methods different 
from his oun and d6esn't work 
with people in the same way. 


In an incidental comment Ei- 


senhower said he has his own 
methods and thinks they are pret- 
ty good. 


Turning to the question about 


Nixon's call for monthly reassess- 
ment of Ihe nation's defense pos- 
ture. Eisenhower said that, far 
from waiting each month to weigh 
the defense situation, the National 
Security Council keeps constantly 
in touch with it. 


With obvious reference to Nix- 


on. Eisenhower said nobody is 
barred from bringing up in the 
council any anxieties he may feel 
or any convictions he may have 
on security matters. Nixon is, by 
law, a member 'of the Security 
Council.

"Salaries at the county home 


lave been increased principally 
because we recently placed the 
employes there on a 40-hour work 
week in compliance with state 
ecommendations. Until recently 
most of the county home personnel 
vere on duty approximately 72 
lour a week. Even though state 
standards are not yet fully met, 
we believe the reduction in hours, 
plus slightly higher salaries, has 
resulted in our being able to se- 
cure better trained personnel and 
those residents of the county who 
lave visited- the home recently 
lave surely noticed the marked 
mprovement in the staff. 


"The increased costs in Child 


Welfare have come about by state 
mandated increases in the salary 
of the staff, an appreciable in- 
crease in payments to the state 
for institutional care and incieased 
payments to foster homes." 


Building Project Not Involved 
Cost of the new county home is 


to be borne by a "kitty" of ap- 
proximately $175.000 saved by the 
commissioners over the last sev- 
eral years and which is not in- 
cluded in the current budget. The 
remainder of the cost will come 
from about $125,000 from federal 
funds and possibly $200,000 or 
more from sale of the county 
home farm land. 


The institution district budget 


calls for expenditure of $11,707.33 
for general administration, includ- 
ing the $2,400 salary for the com- 
missioners—$800 for each commis- 
sioner, $4,307.33 clerks' salaries, 
$3,500 for tax collectors, $1,100 for 
the solicitor, $300 for traveling ex- 
penses and $100 miscellaneous.

MEN GAINING 


Weights of women in their twen- 


ties today average at least five 
pounds less than those of women 
in a similar age group three or 
four decades ago, reports Louise 
W. Hamilton, extension nutrition 
specialist 
of the Pennsylvania 


State University. 


Women of all ages now weigh 


several pounds less than those a 
few decades ago. This mainly re- 
flects the vogue for slenderness in 
fashion. 


In contrast, the average weight 


of short and medium height men 
in their twenties and thirties is 
about five pounds more than a 
generation ago. The increase in 
weights for tall men and men at 
other ages has been generally 
smaller. 


These trends in weight came to 


light in the 1959 Build and Blood 
Pressure Study done by the So- 
ciety of Actuaries. Data were ob- 
tained from punch cards supplied 
by 26 insurance companies and 
covered 4.9 million life insurance 
policies issued between 1935 and 
1953. The survey is the most com- 
prehenshe of its kind ever made. 


Data indicated a marked in- 


crease in the number of deaths of 
overweight persons in relation to 
diabetes and certain digestive dis- 
eases, such as gall bladder dis- 
ease. With further increases in 
body weight, death rates from 
heart disease rose sharply.

Thk is an unde.-populated na- 


tion. 


Two-fifths of it are in pampas- 


pasture lands which all year long, 
winter and summer, nourish the 
cattle and sheep which supply a 
staple diet and yield a rich boun- 
ty for export. Two crops of grain 
a year are not uncommon in this 
fertile soil and benign climate. 
There are riches in minerals, too. 


Even so, problems abound.

Reign Of Peron 


Less than five years ago, Juan 


Domingo Peron was ruling this 
land.

Eventually the some- 
thing-for-nolhing philosophy and 
graft 
brought Argentina to an 


economic and political crisis that 
the army could stomach no longer. 
It took over after a 1955 revolu- 
tion in which scores were killed. 


While Argentina is back among 


the Democratic nations, Frondizi 
still feels it necessary to rule with 
a strong hand and impose a de- 
gree of austerity on the citizenry. 
Imports are strictly regulated in 
an effort to bolster the national 
economy. The Argentine peso late- 
ly has strengthened, in ratio to the 
U.S. 
dollar, after a period of des- 


perate weakness. 


Will Hear Of Troubles 


N7ext week Eisenhower will hear 


first-hand of Argentina's troubles, 
from Frondizi and from Alvaro 
Alsogaray. He is Frondizi's right- 
hand man in economics and co- 
incidentally Argentina's leading 
exponent of free enterprise, as op- 
posed to Peron's idea that the 
government runs things best. 


Eisenhower is not apt to see in 


Argentina a great outpouring of 
popular welcome such as is expect- 
ed in neighboring Brazil. The Fron-

ment landing aids," added John 
W. MacFarlane. 


All of the metropolitan airports 


sen-ing Pennsylvania, with the 
exception of the Harrisburg-York 
state Airport, have a full instru- 
ment landing system 
<ILS> with 


approach lights, he said. 


Available To Harrisburg 


MacFarlane listed the metropol- 


itan fields as Philadelphia Inter- 
national, Allentown - Bethlehem- 
Easton, Reading. Wilkes - Barre- 
Scranton, Erie, Greater Pittsburgh 
and Allegheny County Airports. 


He said that although the equip- 


ment has been allocated by the 
Federal Aviation Agency for in- 
stallation of a complete ILS at 
Harrisburg, 
the commonwealth 


has not yet obtained the necessary 
land rights and easements. 


ILS, 
with a system of radio 


seams, allows the pilot to accur- 
ately guide himself by a special 


insti-ument down to -the runway 
through bad weather. 


Need ILS 


MacFarlane listed seven other 


airports that accommodate both 
commercial airlines and general 
aviation. All of these should be 
equipped with ILS and have been 
programmed for it in 1960 through 
1962. 
he said. 


They include the Bradford-Mc- 


Kean County, Williamsport, Lan- 
caster, Blair County, Johnstown. 
Black Moshannon. near Philips- 
burg, and Chess Lamberton, Air- 
port near Franklin. 


The Williamsport Airport was 


the scene of an Allegheny Airlines 
crash last December that took the 
lives of 26 of 27 persons aboard. 


More Beacons 


The field was not equipped with 


either a iower or ILS when the 
plane rammed into a mountain 
while maneuvering for a landing 
in a snowstorm. The tower was 
commissioned shortly afterward. 


MacFarlane said runways at 


each of those airports except 
Chess Lamberton last year were 
extended to 5,000 feet to meet 
FAA requirements for ILS installa- 
tion.
